But the approach of death ftartles the molt hardaed $14 
' ners, When Sentence came to be pals'd, they begg'd very 
foberly and heartily for their Lives, and zcccived ir with 
(crious compoſed countenances, 


With them was Condemned another Fellow for breaking 
into a Roulcz the Fact was proved plain enough , For he 
had a pair of Briches on at his Tryal that were then ftoln 
but it was not found to be a Burglary. but only a imple 
Felony, which yet was enough to do his bulinels as he had 
order'd itz For ſome years ago he had robb'd the very 
ſame Houſe, and for rhat was burnt in the Hand; and 
now venturing a ſecond time after ſuch fair warning, re- 
cecived Scntence to be Hang d. 


Four Plow-men were arraigned for murdering a Carter, 
It ſeems the ways being bad , the Waggoner drove into 
the Field where they were at Plow, to avoid the deepneis 
of the Road at this they were offended, and from bad 
words fell to worſe blows, whercin at firli the Cartcrs 
were their matches, or rather had the better of it, forcing 
their way through the Grounds; which ſo enraged the.

As for the Picas of the Crown at the Ailizes at Bary S. Fd- 
muand; for the County of Suffolk : The motit Mites Bu. 
fincſs, was the Tryai of a Perlon tor breaking in and Rubs 
bing an Antient mins Houle of 400 and torty odd Pounds ; 
which was done by the now Fiitoner, anda certain Com: 
panion of his, who dyed bctore the Ailizcs in Jaol, Tt eſc 
two bcing Idle, Loolc Livers, having lome notice that this 
man };iving very Meanly and Lonclome, fcarce any body in 
Family but his Wife and he ; had yet oftentimes contider- 
able Parce's of Money» in his Houſe : They went to that 
fide of the Country which was remote trom their uſual 
aboad ; and there atter {ume waiting, found ( or rather 
took) an opportunity, one Night to break into the Roulr, 
and Frightcd the Old man and his Wite almoſt out of their 
Scenes, tak? ng away the quantity of Money aforeſaid : 


Hzving got this Booty, away they Rid leveral Miles off to- 


ward Bxry, and there Rantcd up and down a great While, 
not having Wit enough to tell what to do with the Money, 
though they had the wickedneſs to Steal it ; For in their 
Frohicks they would fling handinlls ot Silver about Houle 
at each others Heads, and a thouſand other Extrava- 
gancies : In fo much, 


eblcrving their continual Dcbauches and plenty of Caſh; 
ſ{ulpe&ing thote that trified Money away fo laviſhly, ſcarce 
ever knew the care aud pains of coming by it Ronelily, 
the rather for that their Garb, Horſes and Behaviour, aid 
Not {uit With ſuch Fxperices; bepan a little ſubtily ro en-

where one dyed before Tryal, tne other was now Ecatenced 
todye : But the Money Stoln lo lq andered aw3y,. or ©- 


ther wiſe hid, that not much above one hundred Pounds of 
It can, bz heard of, 


T here was but one more Condemncd at that Afiizes; 
which was fora Burglary and Stealing ſeveral Goods : Bur 
his Crime, though wcelldeſerving Death, is ſcarce worthy 
to be related in a Book with all its Circumttances; and
